REMOVAL WAS REFUSED. 


Judge Simonton Files a Decree in a Railroad 
Case. 

Charleston, &. C., June 12.—(Special.)— 
In the United States court today Judge Si- 
monton filed a decree in the case of the 
state to forfeit the charter of the Port Royal 
and Augusta railroad on the ground that it 
Wis operated against the interest of the peo- 
ple of the state, having passed into the 
control of the Central of Georgia, a-com- 
peting corporation. 

The case was heard by Judge Aldrich at 
the state court in Beaufort, and upon the 
order of Judge Aldrich, who appointed J. 
H. Averill receiver, a motion was made 
before Judge Simonton to remand the case 
to the state court on the ground that the 
re-ord does not present a ease arising under 
the constitution and laws of the United 
States. 

Judge Simonton, in refusing the motion, 
says: “Jt was urged that the Central is not 
a party to this cause and that its rights 
would neither be invaded nor affected by 
any decision for the purposes of this suit. 
Iiowever, the Port Royal road represents 
every stockholder. If this suit be success- 
ful every share of stock pbecomes valueless 
and non-existent.” 

The motion to remove the case to the state 
court was denied. ‘There will be an appeal.

Was the Shout of the Government Em- 
ployes 


AS. TREY RUSHED ON AINESWORTE, 


During the Investigation J[Into the 
Recent Disaster. 


THE POLICE GAVE HIM PROTECTION, 


Or Else There Would Have Been a Lynch- 
ing—Testimony of the Employes Be- 
fore the Coroner’s Jury. 


Washington, June 12.—The inquest over 
the bodies of the victims of the Ford theater 
disaster was commenced today at 11 o'clock 
in Willard’s hall, adjoining Willard’s hotel, 
in a room capable of accommodating about 
five hundred people. Just at 11 o'clock, 
Colonel Ainesworth, chief of the record and 
pension division, who has been placed on 
the defensive by implied accusations that 
he was responsible for the presence of 
clerks in the old building, entered the Bull 
and engaged in a short consultation with 
his attorney, Mr. Ross Perry, of this city. 
About a hundred persons were present, 
most of them clerks of the record and pen- 
sion division, with a sprinkling of War- 
department ollicials, doctors, coutractors 
and policemen. 

Dr. Schafer, the deputy coroner of the 
district, introduced the inquest. Near the 
table, around which the jurymen sat, was 
a smaller table, at which was ‘2ated Cel- 
onel Ainesworth, his attorney and a sten- 
ographer from the war department. The 
district attorney's oflice wus also repre- 
sented, ; 

The deputy coroner called the jury to 
order and prefaced the investigation by a 
Statement, that holding an investigation 
in a public hall was something of an ex- 
periment, and the admonished the public 
preseut to keep perfect quiet... There was 
nobody on trial, he sald. The jury would 
simply endeavor to get at the facts in the 
case. He stated that the inquest was to 
be held over the remains of J. A. Chapin, 
whose body had been gselected for that 
purpose. ' 

Examination of Witnesses. 

Benjamin Reiss, a clerk eurployed in the 
old theater building, was the first witness 
called. He had been excused, he said, at 9 
o'clock on the morning of the disaster, and 
Was not present when the building fell. 
Tle had not seen any building as dangerous 
as inside the building. He had heard it 
rumored that the building, particularly the 
rear wall (which had not fallen), Was “un- 
sife. A day or two before the accident, 
he had seen Colonel Aineswurth at the 
building. He was there while the excaya- 
tioh Wus guing on. 

Charles ‘rontman, a clerk.-in -the.ald 
theater, whose desk was on the first floor, 
describss we fall of the floors and his 
escape. The witness knew of no protest 
having been sent by ewployes in the build- 
iug to the authorities about the dangerous 
condition of the building. He had been 
warned by J. J. Webb, in charge of the 
first floor, not to approach an area on that 
floor which had been roped off while the 
excavation was golng on. Mr. Webb had 
given him this warning eight or ten days 
before the accident. To his knowledge, 
no orders had been issued about the in- 
security of the building except an oflicial 
warning not to walk over the roped-off 
space. He saw: no underpinning of the 
first floor, He had heard the vrvoped-off 
space called “the dead line.’”’ "Phe day be- 
fore the accident he had seen Colonel Aines- 
worth examine the roped-off space minutely, 
and he thought he went down stairs to 
see the excavation. Colonel Ainesworth 
came nearly every day while the excavation 
was going on. The old employes of the 
building had told him the building was u 
shell and a “death trap.” 

the Mickety staircase, 


Smith Thompson, a clerk in the theater 
building, Who made a bitter speech de 
nouncing Colonel Ainesworth at the morgue 
on friduy, was the next witness. 

“Had you ever heard any warning about 
the stairway?” asked the deputy coroner. 

“Frequently,” said the witness; “ser- 
Vauts or messengers of Colonel Aines- 
worth, Who were stationed on the stairway, 
notified us With baited breath that it was 
Colonel Asnesworth’s order that employes 
should go easily on tiptoe up and down 
the stairs. Ll do not know the names of 
these servants Or Messengers. One was 
called Henry, a colored man. The build- 
ing was known to all the clerks as the 
‘death trap;’ but one’s bread and butter 
depended on working there; what could 
we do? Only this morning, I received a 
letter from a friend, a lady, in which she 
said she recollected distinctly that. 1 said 
two years ago thut 1 was going into a 
‘death trap.’ ”’ 

The witness said he had been a civil 
engineer. Every day he went below the 
stairs and watched the progress of the ex- 
cavations. He saw no pillars or props 
used in holding up the first floor while 
the excavation was going on. Concerning 
the one stairway in the theater buil4ing, 
Mr. Thompson said is was not sufficient 
for the rapid exit of one-half the clerks 
with safety. In going down the stairway, 
he had heard clerks call out to take care, 
that the stairs were unsafe. 

Afraid of Ainesworth. 


Just at this stage in Mr. Thompson’s 
testimony, there Was a etrange scene il- 
lustrating the bitter feeling against Calonel 
Ainesworth. A majority of qhe spectators 
present at the inquest were clerks who 
were employed in the old theater buil@ing. 

Mr. Warner, one of the jurors, asked 
the witness what was the feeling in, the 
building toward their superior otticer, Col- 
ouel Ainesworth. 

“That of abject fear,” answered Mr. 
Thompson impressively, a slight buzz and 
shifting of Chairs following; then a slight 
clapping of hands. A lieutenant of poliw 
present held wp his hand to stop the at- 
tempt at applause, but he was too late. 
A burst of handclapping followed that 
lasted a quarter of ua minute. Jt came 
from a portion of the room where clerks 
were sitting. Dr. Schafer looked astonish- 
ed; Colonel Ainesworth grew red. Mr. 
Warner said he had asked the question 
because there seemed to be a belief that 
the feeling existing between Colonel Aines- 
worth and every man in the office was 
such that, had they made 4 suggestion us 
to the safety of the building, it would have 
jeopardized their positions. 

Mr. Warne? asked if there was sneha 
feeling of fear that the clerks were afraid 
to make suggestions as to the dangerous 
condition of the building. 

“tt was,’ said Mr, ‘uompson, emphatical- 
ly, “it was. | : 

Mr. Thompson was questioned further 


about this feeling and said it extended to 


Jacob I'rech, Colonel Ainesworth’s right 
bower and chronic ee of Washing- 
ton, and to Mr. O. B. Bower, chief: clerk 
of the building.

Another letter to the coroner created in- 
terest. lt was from Colonel Lamout, sec- 
retary of war, and read as follows:

‘Veuth street buiiding, wich was occupied 
by the record and pension otfice of the war 
department, the department is informed that 
apprehensions exist among the apartment em- 
nvyes that they may jeopardize their position 
te testifying before the jury. it seems hardiy 
necessary for me to say that such apprehen- 
sion is entirely groundless, Dut to allay any 
such fear as.may exist, 1 beg to inform you 
that no employe of the department will en- 
danger his position in any Way on account of 
any such testimony given before the coroner’s 
jury in this case. 

Mr. Carter was asked by Mr. Warner 
about the feeling between Colonel Aines- 
worth and his clerks, but Dr. Schafer in- 
terrupted, saying that the investigation 
must be confined to the cause of the ea- 
lamity. 

Mr. Warner replied with some feeling 
that a great may extraneous subjects 
had been introduced and some of them had 
shown a bitter feeling against Colonel 
Ainesworth. He thought he had a right 
to ask this question in order to satisfy his 
mind whether there was or was not any 
prejudice on ‘the part of witnesses that 
would cause them to do injustice to officers 
of the government. 

This flurry passed over and Mr. Carter 
said in answer to a question that there 
bas been a common rumor among the 
clerks that the building was insecure. He 
had heard casual comments about the in- 
security of the building while the excava- 
tion Was being made, and only the other 
day—June 3d or 4th—William Schriber, 
who was killed in the disaster, said to 
him, pointing to the excavation, “Carter, 
1 seg that they are digging our graves.” 
Both Schriber and Mulledy who were kill- 
ed, had frequently spoken to hirn about the 
dangerous condition of the building. 

At this point recess was tuken.

Albert N. Corby, a third floor clerk, was 
not aliowed tu uuish his testimony. Wuile

“I mention no names,” said Mr. Warner,

dation is being carried on, and I, therefore, 
object to the presence of any person who is 
likely to be blamed for participation in this 
affair.” 

Juror Hanvey said he had been told by 
half a dozen clerks that they had been 
afraid to testify and would have refused to 
do so but for the letter of the secretary of

Mr. Rose Perry, as representative of Col- 
onel Ainesworth, arose to make some Ye- 
marks on the subject and his first word was 
a signal for the most exciting ifcident of 
the day. Butler Fitch, an old white-haired 
clerk of the reeord and pension division, 
rose to the floor, but was shouted at to sit 
down by the other employes, 

Other employes tried to make speeches 
just as though it was a public meeting, 
Mr. Perry remained quiet, and when the 
crowd was somewhat subsided he appealed 
to the crowd to let him speak. 

“L appeal to you as American citizens to 
keen quiet and give fair play.” 

“You did not give us fair play,” 
shouted back.

Ainesworth should be arrested for murder 
and not allowed bail.

Some- 
body suid after the uproar was over that 
his hand moved to Tis~inside coat pocket 
and remained there. His features seemed 
absolutely immovable. There was the 
fulntest suggestion of a smile upon his lips.

SALOON KEEPERS IN THE BACK GROUND. 


If the First Step Is Favorablo Plenty o

Dealers Disappointed in Tillmaa. 


Charleston, S. C., June 12.—(Special,)—The 
barkeepers are in a state of exhilaration over 
the proposed applicatfon to Judge Bond for an 
injunction to stay the execution of the dispen- 
sary law. It seems that the state liquor deal- 
ers’ association is not in this deal. The move 
is to be paid for by the retail grocers’ asso- 
ciation, although there is no doubt that they 
will get plenty of financial aid if the lawyers 
make a prima facie showing. The lawyers 
ure Clement Bisse! and J. P. K. Bryan, and 
they are to get a retainer of $500 each and 
have their expenses paid to Baltimore. The 
plan, it seems, is adopted from a suggestion 
by Randolph Tucker, and it embraces a mo- 
tion to be made for an injunction in behalf 
of the dealers who have taken out county and 
municipal license for twelve months. The 
lawyers will start for Baltimore at once and 
apply to Judce Bond. There is a widespread 
feeling of delight among the retail grocers at 
the idea of invoking Judge Bond against Gov- 
ernor Tillman. The politicians, too, will 
watch the battle with interest. What makes 
the situation more {interesting is the fact that 
many of the barkeepers of Charleston, early 
in the first Tillman campaign, were afllicted 
with symptoms of Tillmania, and strange to 
say, alleged as their reason for favoring him 
the fact that liquor licenses were too hich 
under the old democratic rule. Most of the 
barkeepers here have one-year licenses. A 
man named Pletcher, barkeeper for the 
Charleston Wotel, says he has secured about 
two hundred and fifty signers to his petition 
to be appointed a dispensary keeper.

oho L. Osmond was convicted of the 
murder of his wife, Mary, and his cousin 
John C. Burchell. He and his wife- had 
lived in Burchell’s apartments, No. U9 
Third avenue, New York city. He became 
jealous of his cousin, and, after repeased 
quarrels, left the house, and Mrs. Oemond 
began proceedings for a divorce. He went 
to the fiat, on October 3, 1891, and killed 
the woman and her admirer. His conviction 
for murder in the first degree was attirmed 
by the court of. appeals. 
_ Osmond was in one of the death cells 
in Sing Sing prison on the night of the 
escape of Pallister and Roehl, and was 
an eye-witness to the overpowering of the 
jail guards by those murderers. When Os- 
mond was brought before Judge Ingraham 
for sentence, his lawyers called the atten- 
tion of the court to the fact that Osmond 
had had an opportunity to make his escape 
with Pallister and “Roehl, but declined to 
take advantage of it. The judge said, 
however, that all he could do was to ine 
pose the sentence of death.

NECK BROKEN BY A BLOW. 


The Sudden Starting of an Engine Killed a 
Machinist. 


Greenesboro, .Ga., June 12.—(Special, )— 
Mr. John Lewis, a machinist, was sud- 
denly killed on the plantation of Mr. Neal 
Bowden, two miles froin Greenesboro, about 
9 o'clock today. His death was the re 
sult of a rather singular accident. 

Mr. Lewis had been employed by Mr. 
Bowden in operating a tracticn engine, 
and at the time of the accident was getting 
ready to thrash some oats. ‘Lhe engine bad 
been running for several minutes, bat a 
bolt in the shafting being loose, Mr. Leavis 
stopped the machinery to tighten it up. 
After stopping the engine, he took an iron 
poker, used to rake ashes, and put it be 
tween the shafting and driving rod, and 
held the piece to be bolted in position While 
Mr. Cliff Bickers, his assistant, tightened 
the bolt. Mr. Bickers was doing this when 
the machinery suddenly started, the steam 
having been turned on in some way. The 
poker was hurled from Mr. Lewis's band 
by the driving rod, and the end of it struck 
the right side of his neck with terrific force. 
He staggered and fell, and Mr. Bickers 
Jumped from the engine and rushed to 
him. When he reached him, Mr. Lewis 
Was unconscious and gasping for breath. 
A messenger was dispatched to Greenes- 
boro for a physician, but in a few minutes 
after he left Mr. Lewis wag dead. When 
the physician reached him, he made an ex- 
amination and found that the neck had 
been broken by the blow. Mr. Lewis never 
uttered a sound after being struck by the 
poker, save groaning twice as he was pick- 
ed up from the ground. He leaves a large 
family, and his sudden death is much re- 
gretted.

An Elegant Library. 

One of the most attractive rooms of the 
new headquarters is the library § apart- 
ment. 

This room has a southern exposure, and 
jooks out upon the vehicles as they rumble 
along Alabama street. It is large enough 
to accommodate the growth of the council 
for several years, and will be one of the 
wost important factors in its work. 

All the newspapers of the city will be 
kept on file; periodicals of a_ sciestitic 
churacter, and magazines relating to the 
interests of the various organizations rep- 
resented in the councils of the brother- 
hood. 

lt is also intended to stock the library 
with good and useful books. These will, 
of «ourse, embrace works of a standard 
and popular character, but especially those 
of an educational and instructive design. 

The object of the library, which is also 
one of the fundamental principles of the 
federation, is to educate the laboring men 
of the city: to supply them with the proper 


tood for thought, and to give them new 
ideas. It is also intended to keep them 


posted in regard to the labor organizations 
throughout the country, and the success 
with which they are meeting in the main- 
tenance of their rights. 

aor The Council Chamber. 

Across the stairway from the 
room is the council chamber. 

In this apartment the members of the 
council, who represent the various organiza- 
tions of the city belonging to the union, 
meet on Tuesday night of each weel, 

This body is charged with the regulation 
of the brotherhood, and all.of the laws 
by which the several organizations through- 
out the city are governed are enacted by 
this body, which is largely composed of 
the stanchest laboring men of the city, 
and those who have the ability to manage 
the affairs of the council prudently and 
well. 

The officers of the council are: G. W. 
Evans, president; M. B. Morrison, secre- 
tary, and the following committee = on 
finance: Messrs. James Bell, D. M. Vining 
and- Larry Connor. 

These pticers are all solid and substantial 
men, and are deenly interested in the wel- 
fare of the organization. They have given 
it freely of their best thought and Jabor, 
and much of the success, apparent from a 
Visit to the headquarters of the council, 
Iniy properly be ascribed to their carnest 
and enthusiastic work. 

The organization composing the council 
Are twelty-six in nwnber, and are made 
up of the various railroad fraternities, trade 
unions and labor organizations of the city.

THE STORY OF HIS MISSPENT LIFE. 


He Once Gave Promise ofa Brilliant Oa- 
reer—He Goes to the Penitentiary 
for Counterfeiting. 


Marion Barnett went to the Columbus, 
O., penitentiary yesterday to serve oul a 
sentence of four years, and his going away 
ends for the time a career which once 
promised to be brilliant and which was at 
all times checkered. 

Barnett was convicted of counterfeiting, 
although he denied and still denies his guilt, 
He is about thirty-three years old, is rath- 
er handsome, has raven black hair, round 
features and piercing eyes. He generally 
dresses well and always presents a good 
appearance. 

He came to Atlanta several years ago 
and became interested in business with 
James A. Watson, the dry goods man. 
Tie was shrewd and had fine judgment and 
it was not long before he began to make 
his mark in his business. After he had 
been with Mr. Watson some time he was 
made manager of the business and after- 
wards became interested in a _ financial 
way. He continued to succeed and was 
looked upon as an exceptionally fine busi- 
hess man. He succeeded so well that he 
established several stores of his own, locat- 
ing them in south Georgia. 

Barnett managed things very smoothly 
and was never suspected of any sort of 
crookedness. The public believed him to 
be above reproach, and when the announce- 
ment was made fhat he had gone wrong 
it created a great sensation. 

Barnett’s discovery was due to his own 
indiscretion. A friend of his named Eu- 
banks asked for a lodn and he freely made 
it, giving Eubanks three or four dollars in 
counterfeit half dollars. Lubanks passed 
the money and before the day .was over 
Kubanks was under arrest for passing 
counterfeit money. He told the story of 
how he came by it, and Detective Crim 
and Patrolman Patterson arrested Hyar- 
nett. After arresting Barnett the detec- 
tives searched his room and found a com- 
plete set of counterfeiter’s tools, metal for 
making the money and a large quantity of 
hew coins of the denominations of 50 aud 
20 cents. 

Even when confronted with this evi- 
dence Barnett did not confess but § de- 
clared that the articles found in his room 
were left there by a friend named Williams. 
The cireumstautial evidence was so strong, 
however, that Batnett was convicted and 
given a four years’ sentence in the peni- 
tentiary. Since Barnett was convicted a 
letter purporting to be from the Williams 
referred to by Barnett was found by a 
farmer near Douglasville, which indicated 
that a plot had been formed to throw all 
the guilt of the counterfeiting on Barnett. 
The letter fell flat as far as creating a 
favorable impression went. It was beliey- 
ed to have been inspired by Barnett, and 
had no weight toward securing him a new 
trial. 

Barnett was carried to Columbus by Den- 
uty Marshal O. FE. Mitehell. He was in 
good spirits ané@ tald all his acquaintances 
at the jail goodby.

The capital 
stock of the company will be not less 
than $50,000 and not more than $500,- 
000, divided into shares of $50 each, 
payable at the rate of $1.25 per month 
until fully paid for. 

The object of the association is to 
aid our existing manufacturing indus- 
tries and those desiring to locate here 
by encouraging and co-operating with 
them, by loaning them money at low in- 
terest, and by taking stock in them, 
when the directors of the association are 
Satistied that they are meritorious and 
safe. When the subscriptions amount 
to 1,000 shares of $50 each the subacri- 
bers will meet, procure a charter and 
organize. Subscriptions will not be 
binding until the $50,000 point is 
reached. 

The majority of our city readers will 
doubtlessly agree with us that we must 
make Atlanta a great manufacturing 
center if We Would see our wealth aud 
population doubled within the next few 
years. If we do not encourage our 
manufacturing interests in a practical 
way the town may make very slow 
progress for a long time to come, and 
possibly remain at a standstill. We 
have every natural and artificial advant- 
age for manufacturing, and it wiil yield 
larger profits here than anywhere elise 
op the continent. 

But manufacturers will not start here 
nor come here unless we show enough 
interest in their business to co-operate 
with them.

Not only the capitalists, the bankers and 
merchants, but the professional men, 
the clerks and mechanics, the youngest 
as well as the oldest citizen, should sub- 
scribe if it is for only one share of $50, 
for which they will pay at the rate of 
$1.25 per month.

Negro Labor in the North. 

The race trouble at Lemont, IL, 
comes just in time to serve as a sort of 
footnote to Editor Murat Halstead’s let- 
ter claiming that the negro is discrimi- 
bated against less and less in the north- 
ern states. 

We have already shown that the 
northern people afte manifesting a grew- 
ing disposition to lynch the negro, ard 
such reputable papers as The Poston 
Herald and The Philadelphia Record 
ae that he is barred out of 
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or more. The next day six Negroes 
were walking the streets of Leni mt, 
when a mob of strikers made @ rttx1 for 
them. The sight of a black skin en- 
raged these men, and the negroes were 
barely able to save themselves by s°ek- 
ing refuge in the jail and in a m‘litia 
‘amp. Then, the mayor solved the 
problem by ordering the negroes -o keep 
out of Lemont. 

It is unnecessary to say that we have 
no such race wars in the south. In 
every southern state whites and blacks 
work side by side. Sometimes witite 
workmen are discharged and negroes 
take their place. The situation is 
quietly accepted in such cases. ‘There 
is no shooting on either side, and the 
black laborers come and go without 
being mobbed. 

We give the story as a part of the 
history of the times. It speaks for 


itself. 


Where to Invest, 

There is a clamor in the east against 
western investments. The people of 
New England who have taken up west- 
ern farm loans and put money into 
“boom towns” are vow sadder and 
wiser. 

But the congested capital. in the east 
cannot remain idle. It must be invest- 
ed somewhere, and its owners are Wonr- 
dering where they will find the safest 
and most inviting field. 

They should look southward to the 
finest region of the republic—a land of 
promise where the old-fashioned conscr- 
vatism of the people throws every pos- 
sible safeguard around the property 
rights and investments of the poorest 
and the richest—the stranger as well us 
the oldest inhabitant. 

The southern coal and fron fields con- 
stitute the reserve supply of the coun- 
try, and they can be bought for a few 
dollars an acre.

Our supply of 
yellow pine alone is worth $2,500,000, 
fully two-thirds of the entire assessed 
wealth of this section, to say nothing of 
our. boundless forests of hard woods. 
Our granite and marble cannot be ri- 
valed north of the Potomac. The pos- 
sibilities of diversified agriculture are 
just beginning to be appreciated. Our 
manufacturing industries easily yield 
three times the profits of similar enter- 
prises in the north. 

We commend this picture to northern 
and British capitalists and ask them to 
mateh it if they can. If there is a 
western field of investment equally 
promising, where is it? 

Outside capitalists seeking invest- 
ments should noie the fact that the 
south is now freed from all the unfa- 
vorable conditions that once eperated 
Sectionalism has died : 

There is no longer a 
race problem. Unfriendly federal leg- 
islation is a thing of the past. We 
have less than 2 per cent of foreigners 
in our population, and our religious, 
educational and other institutions are 
abreast of the times. Our railways 
ramify every quarter of the country—all 


against her. 
natural death. 


—our manufacturers and traders—can 
reach all the markets of the world 
without extra difficulty or expense, be- 
sides saving money in the matter of 
cheap raw material, cheap labor, cheap 
fuel and cheap water power. 

When our people appreciate the value 
of advertising enough to present the ad- 
vantages we have briefly outlined in 
their proper light to the proper persons, 
the tide of outside eapital and enter- 
prise will rush southward.

ISuropean money centers were forced to 
sell hundreds of millions of American 
securities to get gold, we could Dotepos- 
sibly have exported gold in return for 
these securities. 

Our contemporary goes on to say 
that with the large majority of the bi- 
metallists in both houses of congress 
the Sherman act will never be repealed 
until some provision is made for the an- 
nual addition to the circulating medium 
which is required by the growth of our 
population and commerce. 

The administration, by paying the 
Sherman notes in gold when we had 
the option of paying them in silver, has 
forced the country to consider this ques- 
tion: If the Sherman act be repealed, 
what shall we have in its place? 

Now, the masses may be tricked in a 
good many things, but they are deter- 
mined that there shaH be no legislation 
that will demonetize silver or contract 
the currency. The politicians may try 
to becloud the real issue as much as 
they please, but back of them stand 
their constituents with their imperative 
deanand for bimetallism and more mon- 
ey instead of less money. 

The politicians who are working in 
the interests of Wall street will have to 
vield with the best grace possible. As 
Mr. Cleveland says: “The people rule.” 


More People Needed, 

The Gaivestun News declares that 
southern railways go into the hands cf 
receivers, Dot so qauch through misvial- 
ugement, us ou account of the won pay- 
ing territory they cover. 

In the near future, when the popula- 
tion becomes more dense, our railways 
will pay as well as they do in other 
states. We need people to swell the 
tide of travel and to produce something 
that will increase the freight trattic. 

This point made by our Tex4s con- 
temporary about the disadvaniages of 
a& sparse population applies to more 
things than railways. <A country whose 
white inhabitants could not ve strurg 
out in a line from the Potomae to tbe 
Rio Grande within hailing distance of 
each other, is not in a very good fix to 
support railways, build up cities, and 
make it easy for lawyers, doctors, mer- 
chants and preachers to earn a com- 
fortable living. 

The business or professional mar in 
the south finds out at every turn that 
there are not people enough about him 
to develop the country and bring com- 
merce and industry up to the high- 
water mark. In a magazine article 
advocating European immigration Mr. 
C. J. Haden says: 

In 18S0 Ceorgia had 7.690.992 acres of 
cleared land. which yielded $70,000,000, ac- 
cording to the best aeceessible data. Of this 
cleared land it is safe to savy that not more 
than one-half is in active cultivation, and it is 
fair tot say that not more than ore-half of 
this Lalf is “half cultivated.”” Thus It will 
be seen that only about ‘20 per cent of 
Georgia is out of the woods and only about 
10 per cent of it is actively emploved., 
Turn upon these Jands 100,000 industrious 
English, Scotch and German farmers and 
calculate the result. The average Georgia 
acre will produce $30 with only reasonable 
attention. Every immigrant farm laborer 
will till at the Jowest estimate ten acres, 
Thus with only a fragment of the immigrants 
who enter Castle Garden in one year Geor- 
gia can extract from her now idle soil $30,- 
000,000. 

Cantemplate $30,000,000 of new money 
turned into the arteries of our state‘s com- 
merece! Then we could have activity. that 
would abide with us; real business and not 
bubbles. In all these calculations I have 
leaned to the smaller side. It is not my 
purpose to attempt to excite or even to give 
what in my judgment are the full facts. 
What I here outline as our possible future 
is & mere picayune compared to the rapidly 
auguiented fortunes which came to each 
of the states of lowa, Nebraska and Minne. 
sota under the benigu influence of Kuropean 
immigration, 

Suppose, instead of foreign imumi- 
grants, We induce northwestern ftarm- 
ers to come here? They are easier to 
reach. They have more or less capital, 
and they would soon assimilate wita our 
people. An organized effort would 


draw, not 100,000 such immigrants to | 


Georgia, but 1,000,000 to the southern 
states in the course of a few years. The 
western immigration agents have drawn 
a much larger number from Europe in 
a short period, and with better induce- 
ments, offered to an intelligent class, 
already looking in this direction, there 
is no reason why we should not suc- 
ceed in greatly increasing our popula- 
tion. 

The more people, the more money, 
the more products that will bring mon- 
ey, the more traffic for railways, and 
the more business all round for all class- 
es of our people.

CONSTITUTION O7FTOR, 

ATLANTA, June 12, 1893. 
To sum up the reports from the leading 
financial centers for the past week we find 
there has been quite an improvement in the 
tone of business, mainly consequent upon 
the formal intimation of President Cleveland 
that he will assemble congress early in Sep- 
tember or sooner if necessary to correct 
the financial derangement consequent upon 
the silver act of 1890. This action of the 
president has had a favorable effect upon 
our interest in the foreign markets. At 
London our securities have shown a quick 
response, and the unexpected reduction of 
one per cent. in the rate of discount by the 
bank of England -has been an important 
factor in restoring confidence. Another fac- 
tor tending to the same result in the large 
export of grain and we understand that en- 
gagements for export have been made which 
will take all the available ocean freigft 
facilities up to about the Ist of August. 
This within itself settles the question of 
further exports of gold, which has been 
quite a disturbing factor in our financial 
circles, and rather suggests a return of some 
of the yellow metal to us. Upon the whole 
we think the clouds have passed and an- 
ticipate from this on a more apparent in- 

provement from day to day. '

Arri- 
vals, however, opened steady at a shade better than 
the closing of Saturday and closed at a slight decline, 
although still 4 points higher than the quotations of 
Friday last. As this market, in consequence of higher 
freight, is lower in proportion to the prices ruling in 
Liverpool orders were received from that market be- 
fore our opening to buy 10,000 to 15,000 bales of cotton 
egainst sales abroad. The demand for this account 
was sufficient to advance prices 6@7 points above 
the closing quotations of Saturday, and the market 
presents a very much different appearance than it has 
during the last ten days. Despite the renewed strin- 
gency in money and the possibility that the high 
freight room may cause fresh exportations of gold, 
the trade feeis very much better in regard to the pros- 
pects of cotton than for six months past. The idea of 
a decline to 7c per pound for August appears to have 
entirely disappeared. In place of this the temper is 
becoming bullish, and frequent attention is called to 
the condition of the crop as given by the agricultural 
department on Sarurday last. Nevertheless it is well 
to note that there is no increase in the speculative de- 
mand for cotton. The weather has cleared off through- 
out the south and become warm. Crop accounts, if 
anything, are a little more favorable than they have 
been. Notwithstanding the decrease in the sales in 
Liverpool today the change in the temper of the mar- 
ket is a feature that should be remarked as pointing to 
increased takings by Manchester for the balance of the 
month. Should, however, the trade fall back upon its 
hand-to-moutb policy, in consequence of the accumu- 
lation of cotton in Liverpool, we may expect to see & 
slight reaction from the present firm market.

Chief Connolly Explains the Bertilion 
System. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE DIUN'T MATERIALIZE 


Randall, Who Fought the Lunatic, Allow- 
ed His Pay—Many Things Consid- 
ered by the Board, 


Physical culture did not furnish the fun 
it was expected to supply at yesterday’s 
meeting of the board of police commis- 
sioners. 

Professor Fred Toepel, the broad should- 
ered, strong limbed young man, who has 
been teaching the policemen how td do 
fancy tricks in bending their bodies, did 
not send in a bill for services rendered, as 
was supposed he would do, but sent in- 
stead a modestly worded invitation to the 
board to witness one of his lessons to the 
policemen to be given in the armory next 
Thursday. 

Mr. Laird, whose guns were ready for 
battle, shifted uneasily in his chair at this 
tame turn of affairs, but said nothing. 
Mr. Venable said he would be a thousand 
miles away at that time and Mr. Spalding 
said he would be reveling in the delights of 
Kentucky's blue grass region. The other 
commissioners said they could come, and 
the exhibition lesson will be given. The de- 
cisive battle is for the future. 

Chief Connolly’s Keport. 


Chief Connolly read his monthly report, 
appended to which was an account of his 
visit to Chicago. The chief ended his report 
by asking that the board authorize him to 
adopt the Bertilion system of identifying 
criminals. 

“Who is Bertilion anyway?” asked Mr. 
Venable. Chief Connolly said he thought 
Bertilion was a Frenchman. He explained 
how he had found the system working in 
Chicago. Action on the chief's request 
was postponed until this afternoon. 

Chief Connolly gave the following ac- 
count of his trip to the world’s fair city, 
and what was accomplished by the conven- 
tion of police chiefs: 

“During the month, by the permission of 
the board, 1 attended the initial convention 
of the chiefs of police held in Chicago, 
Ill., on the 18th of the month. A Chiefs 
of Police union for the United States and 
Canada was formed, which promises to be 
a useful and eflicient society. The organi- 
zation is of much interest to the business 
men and the community in general. Now 
that they are banded together, an organi- 
zation of this character must necessarily 
be more etlicigut in apprehending those 
who prey upon the community and whose 
arrest and punishment is as much the aim 
of the police departments as the prevention 
of crime itself. 

“Systematic efforts to capture true crim- 
inals and put them in prison will be no 
small factor in the prevention of theft 
and robbery. While the convention passed 
some resolutions which will largely add to 
the efficiency of police departments through- 
out the country, it was unable in the short 
time allotted to it, to formulate a compre- 
hensive plan that would embrace all the 
needed reforms the union seeks to carry 
out. The convention referred some of the 
more important matters to standing com- 
mittees, who will report at their next 
meeting to be held in St. Louis in May 
of next year. 

“The following are some of the improve- 
ments intended to be made by the police 
union: 

“Uniform practice of arresting on tele- 
grants for felonies committed in other 
states. 

“Shall police officers below the rank of 
sergeant be classified? 

‘That a police telegraph code be adopted. 

“Should there be adopted and carried 
owt a uniform system of identification 
with central bureau of identification? 

“To aid each other by arresting and de- 
taining any criminals who may be called 
for or any person known to have com- 
mitted crime in another city or state. 

‘That we will do everything in our power 
to hold in custody such person until the 
arrival of the proper officers with requisi- 
tion papers. 

“A committee was appointed to get in- 
formation relating to the laws concerning 
vagrancy, suspicious characters, and pro- 
fessional thieves, as will assist in securing 
uniform legislation on that subject through- 
out the country. 

“Recommended that Bertilion system of 
identification of criminais be adopted, and 
that the city of Chicago, Ill., be the cen- 
tral distribufing point. 

“That when prisoners are arrested for 
other departments there shall be no charge 
for arresting and holding such prisoner 
when no reward is offered. 

“IT most respect*e"y ask Tie board to 
allow me to adopt the Bertilion system for 
the identification of crimirals.”’ 

He Fought the Lunatic. 


Patrolman Randall, who was shot in a 
fight with Gus Allen, the lunatic, sent in 
his doctor’s bill of $10 and asked that it 
be paid by the board. As Randall mafte a 
plucky fight against the crazy man and did 
all he could to arrest him, the commis- 
sioners approved the bill and it will be 
paid by the city. 

Here Are Some Figures. 


Chief Connolly’s report showed that 144 
state and 1,054 city cases had been made 
during the month of May. Of the former 
eighty-five had been prosecuted, forty-eight 
dismissed and eight went to other counties. 

In his report Chief of Detectives Wright 
took occasion to say a good word for his 
men who worked up the arson cases in con- 
nection with the burning of the city stables 
and stated that they had secured evidence 
sufficient to find true bills against five 
men. Of the state cases made by the police 
department during the month forty-four 
are accredited to the detectives. The re- 
port stated that stolen goods to the value 
of $1,750 had been recovered during the 
month. 

Shall Officers Be Pensioned ? 


Chief Connolly brought up the question 
of pensioning veteran policemen in refer- 
ring to the case of Patrolman James Mc- 
Gee, who has a record of twenty-two years 
of service on ‘the police force. Of recent 
months he has been assigned to duty in 
front of polfce headquarters, his duties be- 
ing to direct visitors. A few days ago, 
Chief Connolly stated, he fell in a fit and 
his head was severely Mruised on the stone 
steps of the station house. He was so 
badly disabled that he will not be fit for 
duty in some time. His injuries were ag- 
gravated by his old age, and the chief 
stated that McGee was considered unfit 
for duty on any regular patrol beat. The 
board discussed for some time the matter 
of retiring him on a pension, and it was 
decided to refer the matter to council. 

No successor to Patrolman Rump, who 
was sent to the asylum last week, was 
elected. Patrolman Hollingsworth has been 
detailed at the cemetery in the place of 
Rump. 

Chief Connolly was instructed to prepare 
and have printed new rule books. He will 
furnish each patrolman with one.

Conduct of trial. Murder. Manslaughter. 
Arrest. Evidence. Charge of court. Be- 
fore Judge Richard H. Clark. De-Kalb 
superior court. 

1. It appearing that in a trial for murder 
the jury were kept together in charge of an 
officer from the time they were impaneled 
until the verdict was rendered, there was 
no error in not instructing them at recess 
and when the court adjourned at night 
not to discuss the case among themselves 
nor allow any one else to speak to them 
about it. 

2. It is not proper for the presiding judge 
to absent himself from the courtroom dur- 
ing the trial of a murder case without sus- 
pending the trial during his absence, but 
such conduct on the part of the judge will 
not necessitate the granting of a new trial 
where it appears that he was absent only 
a few moments for a necessary purpose 
dur‘ng the argument of defendant’s counsel, 
it not appearing that any injury resulted 
therefrom to the accused or that a motion 
to have a mistrial declared was made. In 
Hayes v. The State, 58 Ga. 35, a new trial 
was granted, not alone because of simi- 
lar conduct on the part of the judge, who 
absented himself during the examination of 
a witness for the state, but also because of 
serious errors in the charge. The ruling 
made in the case at bar is supported by 
O’Shields v. The State, 81 Ga. 301. 

3. Whether, under all the facts in evi-

7. A charge that the state claims so 
and so, even when its propositions are not 
in the fiost natural order but are inverted 
and somewhat involved, does not infringe 
on the rule of law forbidding the judge to 
intimate his opinion on the evidence or 
what it establishes. 

8. Where counsel goes out of the evi- 
dence and states an irrelevant fact which 
he contends he arrives at by inference 
from the evidence, it is not cause for a 
new trial that the presiding judge in in- 
terdicting a repetition of the statement says 
that of his own knowledge the real truth 
of the irrelevant matter was thus and so. 

9. When the court inadvertently omits 
to instruct the jury as to the form of the 
verdict in case they find the accused not 
guilty, the omission maybe repaired by 
recalling the jury after they have retired 
to their room and then suggesting the prop- 
er form.

The use of gross! yimproper remarks 
by counsel for the state in his argument 
to the jury is not cause for a new trial 
when the verdict is fully as favorable to 
the accused as the evidence would warrant, 
and when it appears that the presiding 
judge, upon having his attention ealled to 
the miscgnduct of the counsel, promptly 
ordered him to confine himself to the evi- 
dence, which order was obeyed, and coun- 
sel for the accused made no motion to have 
a mistrial declared, nor preferred any re- 
quest to charge the jury on the subject. 
The court, however, should have unequiy- 
ocally rebuked the counsel and instructed 
the jury to disregard entirely the improper 
remarks, even without a request. The 
omission to do this is attributable alone to 
inadvertence. 

3. On the facts disclosed in the record 
there was no error in holding a night ses- 
sion of the court, or in the direction given 
the next morning by the court to the prog- 
ress of the trial. 

4. There was no error as against the ac- 
cused in the charges complained of. The 
verdict for voluntary manslaughter was 
fully as favorable to him as the evidence 
authorized, and the court properly refused 
to grant a new trial.

HE BEARS OUT STOCKS’S STATEMENT 


In Regard to Cassin Having Fired a Pistol 
Over Stocks’s Head—W bat Stocks’s 
Attorneys Will Probably Do. 


----- 


’ ‘A sensation has turned up in the Stocks 
case, in the shape of a witness who is able 
to bear Porter Stocks out in the most 1m- 
portant feature of his statement. 

According to this witness, Alph, Cassin 
did have a pistol, and fired it in the manner 
described by Stocks in his statement. 

This witness was discovered Saturday, 
by the anerest accident, and he is well- 
known in the community where he lives 
as an honorable and upright man—a man 
whose word is as good as his deed—and he 
is willing and able to swear truthfully 
that be heard all that took place between 
Stocks and Cassin in the buggy near Grant 
park the aftertioon of the killing. 

In his statement to the jury, Porter 
Stocks referred to his ride to Grant park 
aud the shooting of the pistol over his 
head by Cassin in the following terms: 

Cassin. on the way, handled the horse 80 
earelessiy that I got scared and asked him 
to let me drive, and I got on the right-hand 
side and drove. Cassin took two or three 
drinks from the bottle. He insisted in such 
getrong terms that I took a drink also. 

We went on by Little Switzerland, and Cas- 
sin there tried to get some beer, but the pro- 
prietor would not let him have it and Cassin 
said, “If I was sober I could get it.” 

After getting about a half or three-quarters 
of a mile beyond Little Switzerland, Cassin 
pulled a pistyl from his back pocket on the 
right and fired it over my head, holding the 
pistol near my head. The horse jumped and I 
said, “‘Alphb, for God's sake don’t,’’ but be- 
fore I could finish he shot again. The horse 
was so frantic that I got htm to stop,. and 
when the horse quieted down I> said, ‘Il am 
going to get out and walk back.’” He sprang 
out of the buggy and with his pistol still in 
his hand said: “‘You may undertake it, but 
you will go home tves up.”” He got back in 
the buggy and we drove back to town. During 
our ride back he again brought up the Murtin 
matter. I asked him to please let the matter 
drop. He said: “You are trying to jump a 
friend of mine.”’ 

The new witness will corroborate all of the 
above; and now the question abises as to 
whether or not Stocks’s statement, backed 
up in so important a portion, would not 
have influenced the jury to have acquitted 
hii. 

Mr. J. W. Austin. was the geatleman who 
discovered the man that saw the Grant 
park episode. He overheard him say some- 
thing about the Stocks case being over. 
He continued hig remarks about the Stocks 
case, and, much to the astonishment of 
Mr. Austin, made the statement that he 
saw Cassin shoot his pistol twice over 
the head of Stocks, and »weard him threaten 
Stocks. He corroborated the state- 
ment of Stocks where Porter said that he 
got out of the buggy. The sentleman ended 
by saying that be had never said anything 
about this to any one, as he did not care 
to become mixed up in the case; but, since 
it Was over, he didn't care about keeping 
quiet any longer. 

After some inquiry, Mr. Austin learned 
that the name of the witness was Mr. 
Daniels, a reputable gentleman who lives 
some ten miles cut of town on the Central 
road. 

To the father of Porter Stocks, Mr. Dan- 
jels made the same statement. 
the combined evidence of the prisoner, 
Stocks, and Daniels, it would appear that

Alph Cassin did have a pistol on his per- | 


60D at least a short time prior to the kill- 
ing, and. that when Stocks killed him it 
was with the knowledge that Cassin had a 
pistol. 

ne Effect of the New Evidence. 

The new evidence, discovered after the 
trial, is suficient ground, so several well- 
known atturneys stated, for a new trial. 

And *tuls Lew trial will be applied for in 
a tew days. As ground for the application, 
the evidence of Daniels, the new witness 
wil be presented, and ne will deliver his 
testimony in person. 

In the event that the application for a 
new trial Is overruled—and the attorneys 
for Stocks say that they do not anticipate 
such a ruling—there is still the plea of 
former jeoparuy to tall back on. 

In the meantime, an etfort will be made 
to have Porter Stocks released from jail 
on bond, his case being a bailable one. It 
is Very probable that Judge Clark will not 
be asked to set a bond tor him, however 
until the application for a new trial is 
made. | 

“As yet,” said Mr. Reuben Arnold. “we 
have not decided just What we will do. 
The discoveriug of the new Witness, Dan- 
iels, has put a new face on the matter. It 
is very probable that we will make applica- 
tion for a new trial in two or three days. 

“We have not filed out plea of former 
jeopardy yet, and will hardly do so until 
after we make the application for a new 
trial. But, as | said, we have determined 
upon none of these points, and’ will have 
several consultations before any 
action whatever. : 

“In regard to the application for a bond 
again’! must say that we have reached no 
decision in the matter.” 

“Will the waiving of your witnesses hme 
any effect as far as the granting or refusing 
of a new trial is concerned?” Mr. Arnold 
was asked. 

“None in the world,” he replied: “none 
in the world. It comes in under the head 
.of newly discovered evidence.”
